IT. For sub-rule (1) of rule 0, the following sub- 
rule shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(1) No person shall have more than one account 
opened whether in his own name or jointly 
with another.”

us, as provided in rule 37-A.’” 

V. In rule 29, after the letters and figures 
“Bs. 10,000” the following shall be inserted, 
namely : — 

“or in the case of a joint account opened under 
rule 5-A” any sum in excess of Bs. 20,000. 

VI. After Note 0 below rule 31, the following Note 
shall be added, namely: — 

'* Note 7.— In the case of an account opened in 
the joint names of two persons, the applica- 
tion for transfer should be signed by both 
the depositors or by the survivor in case 
of death of either of them.” 

VII- After rule 37 ihe following rule shall be

Subject' — Clearance of meu-handise financed by 
Exchange Banks in India in the event of licence 
holders not having honoured the bills drawn under 
confirmed letters of credit. 

No. 60-ITOfP.N.)/aO. — It has been represented by 
certain Banks’ Associations that in tho event of a 
negotiation under a confirmed irrevocable letter of 
credit being dishonoured by tho diawee the bank has 
to implement its undertaking under the credit to 
remit the foreign exchange in payment, but in the 
absence ot a valid import licence made out in its 
own name, it is unable to clear tho goods from the 
Customs. 

2. In order to avoid this difficulty it has been 
decided that 'all licences will hereafter he issued 
subject to the following condition wljjch will b.e 
endorsed on tho licence: — 

“It is a condition of this licence that where an 
irrevocable letter of credit is opened by tlic 


holder of the licence to finance the irnpoit 
ot any goods covered thereby, then the 
authorised dealer m foreign exchange 
through whom the eiedit is opened shall he 
deemed to be a -joint holder ot this licence 
to the extent of the goods covered by the 
credit ” 

3 I r he effect of this endorsement will be th it 
wlieije letters of credit have been opened against a 
valid import licence and, on airivul of the goods, the 
licence holder does not honour the bills drawn 
against the letter ot credit and does not jiroduce the 
licence for the clearance of the goods, the Bank 
which has opened the letter of credit will neveitheless 
be able to clear the goods tluough the i us toms and 
remit foreign exchange to the foreign suppliers in 
whose favour the credit was opened, by debit to the 
licence in question. 

4 In this inspect the following procedure will be 
ohseived with immediate effect: — 

(i) The Banks clearing the goods in such cases 

will provide the Customs with certificates 
to the effect that the import has been made 
and that foreign currency has been i emitted 
by the Bank or its agents under tho 
authority ot a valid imjiort licenco and a 
confirmed incvocable letter ot credit. 

(ii) They will also produce the exchange control 
copy of the licence, or if this is not available, 
they will furnish full particulars of the 
licence and of the licensee 

(ni) At the time of clearance, the value of the 
goods will he debited to the hcencee con- 
cerned in tlie licence Ilegister maintained 
by the Custom House with an indication 
that clearance lias been effected by the 
Bank. If and when the Customs copy of 
tho import licence is produced subsequently 
by the original licensee, the tact that some 
of the goods falling under the licence have 
already been cleared will become imme- 
diately apparent and the Custom House will 
then endorse the necessary debit on the 
licence itself. 

(iv) To ensure that the Customs copy of the 
Import Licence is not utilised at some other 
port, intimation of such clearances by banks 
will he sent by the Customs to ail other 
ports giving the balance for which the 
licence is valid.

2. Special arrangements are being made for the 
issue ot a licence to the All India Starch Manu- 
facturers’ Association, Bombay, for distribution 
amongst its members. Licences will be issued to 
Starch Factories which are not members of the 
Association to the oxtent. ot six months’ requirements 
as certified by the D.G.l. & S. All licences granted 
tor maize for starch factories will be valid for irnpoits 
from the Dollar Area and/or soft currency ureas as 
desired by the applicant. 

B. In the case of maize required by breakfast food 
factories, licences will be granted for the import of 
six months’ requirements ns certified by an appro- 
priate officer mentioned in paragraph 41 of the above- 
mentioned Public Notice. Tho licences will be valid 
for six months’ requirements duly certified in the 
Dollar Area and/or the soft currency area, as desired 
by the applicant. 

4. In the case of barley required by pearl barley 
factories aud brewerios, licences will also be granted 
for six months requirements duly certified in the 
prescribed manner by the D G.I. & R. The licences 
will be valid for imports from Australia only.

RESOLUTION 

Tariffs 

New Delhi, the 29 1h July 1950 

No. 42(I)TB/60. — The Tariff Board, which was 
asked to enquire into tho claim for protection of .tho 
fountain pen ink industry in Augubt 1949, has 
submitted its report. 

2. The Board’s reeommemlntious are as follow's- — - 

(1) The existing revenue duty of 37) per cent. 
ad valorem should be converted into a 
protective duty at the same rate, which 
should remain in forco for a period of thiee 
years and “Fountain Pen Ink’’ should be 
shown separately in the Indian Customs 
Tariff under Item No. 45. 

(2) So Jong as the policy of licensing imports 
has to he continued for balance of payment 
considerations, the desirability of maintain- 
ing and expanding the indigeuous produS^pu 
ot fountain pen ink should be kept in view 
and the quantum of imports should he regu- 
lated accordingly. 

(B) Government should extend to the manufac- 
turers all roasonablo facilities for the pro- 
curement of modern machinery pud appli- 
ances. 

(4) All encouragement should be given to thos ■ 
innnufa'’turers who are in a position to exputt 
fountain pen inks to lox’eign countries. 

(5) Government sponsored research institutions 
should consider the possibility of under- 
taking researches to improve the quality of 
the ink manufactured in India. 

(0) In order to obtain accurate statistics regard- 
ing imports, fountain pen ink should be 
separately shown m tho Sea-borne Trade 
Accounts. 

(7) Tho Central and State Governments should 

give preference to indigenous fountain pen 
inks in tho purchase of their requirements. 

(8) The claim of the fountaiu pen ink industry 
for financial assistance should be sympathe- 
tically considered by State Governments. 

(9) There is considerable scope for rationalising 
production and the industry and the State 
Governments should co-operate in bringing 
about the rationalisation of production and 
marketing. 

(10) The task of formulating standard specifica- 

tions, already taken in hand by the Indian 
Standards Institution, should be Completed 
at an early date and the manufacturers 
should conform to such specifications as^Jbyi- 
as possible. 

(11) The industry should have proper research 

facilities, better technical supervision and 
improved equipment. 

(12) Should the landed cost of imported founLain 
pen inks appreciably fall below the present 
level at any time during the period of protec- 
tion so as to jeopardise the position of .the 
indigenous industry, the industry may 
approach the Board for making necessary 
adjustments in the duty under Section 4(1) 
of the Indian Tariff Aejfc, 1034. 

(18) The question of providing better transport 
facilities to the industry should be taken up 
by the All India Ink Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion directly with the Railway Board. 

(14) The question of exemption 0 f fountain pen 

ink from payment of octroi duty should be 
taken up by the industry direct with tho 
local bodies concerned. 

(15) The industry should form an all Tndia organi- 

sation comprising all the Units in the country 
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which should collect statistical data regard- 
ing production, imports, etc., and distribute 
such information to its members. 

(16) All units of .the industry should produce 
annual progress reports to the Board by 
January ill of euoh year. Such reports 
should include statements regarding the 
supply of raw materials and other factors 
that may have a bearing on the efficiency of 
the industry. Reports from the organised 
units should also contain information regard- 
ing the landed costs and soiling prices of 
imported fountain pen ink. 

15. Government accept in principle all the recom- 
mendations and bteps will be taken to implement 
recommendations (1) to (7) and (10) us far >.s possi- 
ble. Recommendations (7) to (9) will be brought 
to^he notice of the State Governments. The 
uU^'ori of the industry is invited to recommen- 
dations (10) to (10) which concern them.
